The  Process  and  Progress  on  the 

Dean  Search

As  you  may  know,  Western  New 
England  College  School  of  Law  is 
conducting  a  national  search  for  a 
dean  to  assume  the  deanship  when 
Dean  Dunn  returns  to  the  faculty  at 
the  end  of  the  current  academic  year. 
Since  the  spring,  the  Search  Commit- 
tee worked  to  generate  a  pool  of 
applicants  for  the  position. 

Over  the  summer,  the  law  faculty 
members  of  the  Search  Committee 
continued  to  receive  and  follow-up 
on  nominations.  The  nominations 
were  generated  primarily  through 
networking  with  faculty  colleagues  at 
other  law  schools.  We  sent  packages 
of  information  to  every  nominee  and 
then  contacted  the  nominees  person- 
ally. As  of  October,  we  received  255 
leads  (not  all  of  them  were  nomina- 
tions) from  which  we  received  23 
completed  applications.  We  also 
received  12  applications  from  other 
modes  of  advertising  for  a  total  of 
35  applications. 

Of  the  255  leads  we  actively  pur- 
sued, most  were  not  interested  in  the 
deanship,  as  is  typical  of  this  process. 
In  conversations  with  dean  search 
members  at  other  law  schools,  I  was

correctly  led  to  believe  that  out  of 
every  100  personal  contacts  the  com- 
mittee might  expect  8-10  applica- 
tions. Our  experience  is  consistent 
with  that,  because  in  addition  to 
completed  applications  that  we 
received  from  the  list  of  255,  we  had 
28  serious  expressions  of  interest,  of 
which  several  indicated  that  they 
plan  to  apply.  Also,  another  55  names 
were  received. 

Advertisements  were  placed  in 
various  legal  publications  that  reach 
most  members  of  the  bar  in  New 
England  and  New  York,  along  with 


ads  in  higher  education  publications. 
In  addition,  we  posted  the  position 
on  various  websites  and  distributed  it 
through  various  e-mail  listservers.  We 
disseminated  information  through 
mass  mailings  to  professors,  judges, 
deans,  law  school  alumni  directors, 
law  school  career  services  directors 
and  others.  In  short,  candidates 
actively  seeking  a  deanship  knew  that 
our  deanship  was  available. 

The  committee  interviewed  over  20 
candidates  during  a  series  of  inter- 
views conducted  in  Chicago.  There- 
after, in  November  and  December, 
seven  candidates  visited  the  school, 
met  the  faculty  and  students,  and 
toured.  On  December  14,  the  faculty 
recommended  to  the  Search  Commit- 
tee that  four  names,  in  rank  order,  be 
submitted  as  finalists  for  the  position. 

BULLETIN:  Prof.  Arthur  Gaudio 
of  the  University  of  Wyoming  School 
of  Law  will  be  our  new  dean  effective 
July  1,  2001.

China,  to  most  Americans,  is  a  land  of  mystery 
and  intrigue — so  distant  that  to  travel  there  is 
daunting.  Yet,  the  opportunity  to  visit  came 
my  way  when  the  ABA  asked  me  to  serve  as  a 
site  evaluator  for  the  summer  abroad  program 
sponsored  by  Duquesne  University  School  of 
Law  and  hosted  by  China  University  of  Political  Science  and 
Law  (CUPL)  in  Beijing. 

Entitled  "A  Survey  of  the  Chinese  Legal  System,"  the  four- 
week  program  has  as  its  primary  goal  the  introduction  of 
American  and  other  English-speaking  students  to  the  origins 
of  the  Chinese  legal  system,  its  development,  its  current  sta- 
tus, and  the  changes  now  being  contemplated  to  facilitate 
China's  evolution  from  a  state-controlled  planned  economy 
to  a  market  economy.  It  prepares  law  students  to  understand, 
and  deal  with,  the  legal  issues  created  by  these  changes. 

The  program  also  focuses  on  the  legal,  ethical,  and  moral 
issues  that  are  intertwined  with  the  granting  of  most-favored 
nation  status  to  China  and  its  entry  into  the  World  Trade 
Organization.  Twenty-one  topics  were  covered  during  the 
program  I  attended,  with  numerous  field  trips  adding  to  the 
experience.  Thirty-one  students  from  various  parts  of  the 
U.S.,  England,  and  the  Netherlands;  12  faculty  members  and 
several  staff  members  from  CUPL;  and  the  two  American 
directors  were  involved  in  the  program.  I  attended  classes  on 
intellectual  property,  foreign  investment,  and  criminal  law, 
and  participated  in  field  trips  with  the  students. 

Unlike  my  site  evaluation  trip  to  a  summer  abroad  pro- 
gram in  Moscow  in  1996  when  I  traveled  there  alone,  this 
time  my  wife,  Cheryl  '95,  and  her  friend,  the  Hon.  Marie 
Lyons  '80,  joined  me.  My  son,  Kevin,  JD  '96,  University  of 
Oregon,  arrived  separately  from  his  home  in  Oakland.  Even 
though  we  had  read  the  various  guidebooks  and  websites,  we 
really  did  not  know  what  to  expect.  Our  10  days  in  China, 
from  June  1 1  -  June  21  (two  days  as  a  site  evaluator  and  eight 
days  as  a  tourist)  turned  out  to  be  the  experience  of  a  life- 
time. Much  of  that  was  the  direct  result  of  the  efforts  of 


Professor  Frank  Liu  of  Duquesne,  the  program's  associate 
director  (a  friend  of  more  than  30  years  since  our  days  at  the 
University  of  Texas);  the  program's  director  professor  Alfred 
Pelaez,  also  of  Duquesne;  and  the  many  wonderful  people  at 
CUPL.  I  cannot  thank  them  enough  for  their  many  extraor- 
dinary acts  of  kindness  during  our  visit.  We  saw  so  many 
spectacular  sites,  ate  so  many  incredible  meals,  and  learned 
so  much  about  the  people  and  their  culture,  history,  and 
legal  system  that  I  would  have  to  write  a  book  to  tell 
it  all.  What  follows  are  some  of  the  highlights,  with  a  law- 
related  focus. 

While  the  U.S.  has  a  rich  history,  it  cannot  compare  with 
China's.  Traditional  Chinese  law  can  be  traced  back  over 
4,000  years  and  through  a  dozen  dynasties  lasting  until  1911. 
China  is  a  country  with  no  legal  precedent.  Each  new  case  is 
decided  as  if  it  is  being  litigated  for  the  first  time.  A  typical 
large  law  firm  library  has  less  than  a  bookcase-full  of  law 
books.  There  are  no  law  librarians. 

Tracking  Criminal  Law  and  Procedure 

In  the  criminal  system,  the  police  do  the  initial  investiga- 
tion of  a  crime  by  gathering  witness  statements.  The  infor- 
mation is  then  passed  on  to  a  second  tier  of  investigators 
who  conduct  a  second  complete  investigation.  Until  1996,  the 
judges  conducted  a  third  investigation.  By  the  time  someone 
gets  to  trial,  the  outcome  is  a  virtual  certainty. 

While  there  is  a  "right  to  counsel"  under  Chinese  law,  it 
typically  doesn't  take  effect  until  just  before  trial.  A  defender 
for  the  suspect  or  the  defendant  can  be  a  close  relative, 
friend,  guardian,  recommended  citizen,  or  a  lawyer.  Even 
when  there  is  a  law)'er,  the  authorities  can  be  party  to  discus- 
sions prior  to  trial.  There  is  no  Fifth  Amendment  protection 
and  no  exclusionary  rule.  For  example,  when  a  defendant  is 
arrested,  he/she  is  required  to  make  a  statement.  There  is  no 
"right  to  not  speak."  When  asked,  "what  happens  if  the  defen- 
dant doesn't  make  a  statement,"  the  response  was  that  "it 
never  happens."

I  joined  a  student  field  trip  to  the 
Haidan  People's  District  Court  to  see 
an  actual  trial.  While  trials  are  said  to 
be  "open,"  it  is  really  a  misnomer 
meaning  "by  invitation."  What  one  is 
allowed  to  see  and  who  is  allowed  to 
see  it  is  tightly  controlled.  We  observed 
a  summary  judgment  trial,  which  was 
essentially  a  guilty  plea.  Two  defen- 
dants were  charged  with  theft  of  goods, 
e.g.,  fruit  juice  and  canned  items  from 
the  stockroom  in  the  furniture  factory 
store  where  they  worked.  They  "repre- 
sented" themselves. 

In  trials  in  China,  witnesses  almost 
never  appear;  rather,  their  statements 
are  taken  and  entered  as  evidence.  In 
the  trial,  the  witness  statements  were 
read  and  the  defendants  were  then 
asked  if  they  agreed  with  the  state- 
ments. When  they  did,  the  judge  pro- 


nounced them  guilty  and  sentenced 
each  to  six  months  in  jail.  Ironically, 
they  already  had  been  in  jail  for  nine 
months,  so  they  were  released  having 
already  served  more  months  than  their 
six-month  term.  Sometimes  events 
move  much  more  swiftly.  The  class  was 
told  of  a  recent  incident  where  a  per- 
son was  charged  with  a  capital  crime. 
The  time  of  arrest  through  investiga- 
tion to  trial  to  death  penalty  was  a 
mere  six  days. 

The  Prison  System 

One  program  field  trip  was  to  a 
Beijing  prison,  a  rare  experience  for 
foreign  visitors.  The  prison  was  state- 
of-the-art,  housing  about  2,000 
inmates  whose  sentences  averaged  15 
years,  with  200  armed  guards  provid- 
ing security.  The  tour  began  with  a 


film  lauding  the  prison  facilities  and 
the  positive  effects  they  have  on  reha- 
bilitation. Our  group  was  then  led  into 
an  area  where  about  100  inmates  were 
making  some  sort  of  booklet,  perhaps 
instructions  for  a  television.  That  was 
the  last  we  saw  of  prisoners  until  the 
tour's  conclusion.  We  walked  past  vari- 
ous empty  cells,  except  for  the  fish- 
filled  aquariums  inside.  We  were  told 
that  inmates  could  reduce  their  time  of 
incarceration  by  good  conduct.  Each 
inmate  starts  with  20  points  each 
month.  Any  bad  conduct  results  in  a 
loss  of  points.  Those  inmates  who 
maintain  their  points  can  have  their 
sentence  reduced  by  as  much  as  a  half, 
over  a  period  of  time. 

We  visited  the  infirmary  where  vari- 
ous inmates  were  being  treated.  Each  of 
these  individuals  was  seated  with  his 


China:  A  lesson  in  macro  management 


With  1.4  billion  people,  China  is  the  world's  most 
populous  country  and  third  in  size  of  landmass.  Bei- 
jing, the  country's  capital,  is  enormous,  with  over  13 
million  residents  and  four  million  transient  workers 
annually,  making  its  population  slightly  larger  than 
Holland.  In  square  miles,  the  city  is  approximately 
the  size  of  Belgium.  From  Beijing,  the  government 
rules  21  provinces  and  five  "autonomous  regions." 

The  population  in  China  is  so  enormous  that 
steps  have  been  taken  to  control  birthrates.  Only  one 
child  is  allowed  per  family,  and  boys  are  preferred 
over  girls.  As  a  result  of  that  mandate,  girls  are  often 


put  up  for  adoption.  Should  a  woman  become  preg- 
nant with  a  second  child,  an  abortion  is  required.  I 
saw  very  few  children  and  only  one  pregnant  woman 
during  my  visit. 

Because  space  is  so  precious,  the  size  of  pets  is 
limited.  It  is  illegal  to  own  a  dog  larger  than  14"  in 
height.  Even  small  ones  are  rarely  seen.  The  most 
common  pets  are  canaries,  goldfish,  and  turtles. 

Traffic  also  has  become  a  serious  concern 
because,  until  the  last  few  years,  cars  were  only 
available  to  the  elite,  typically  high-ranking  members 
of  the  Communist  party.  Traffic  laws  are  hard  to 


figure  out,  especially  since  no  one  seems  to  have  the 
right-of-way.  Most  Chinese  have  learned  to  drive  just 
within  the  last  few  years,  and  bicycles  are  still  the 
main  method  of  transportation.  It  is  said  there  are 
nine  million  bikes  on  the  streets  of  Beijing  daily. 

I  was  told  that  in  some  parts  of  China,  especially 
Shanghai,  cameras  are  at  the  traffic  intersections. 
If  someone  runs  a  red  light,  the  license  plate  is 
photographed,  and  the  car  owner's  name  is  pub- 
lished in  the  local  newspapers.  It's  a  normal  part  of 
daily  life  to  see  if  one's  name  is  included  in  the 
traffic  offenders'  list. 


back  to  us  looking  out  a  window.  We 
were  told  it  was  disrespectful  to  look  at 
visitors,  and  even  a  hasty  glance  would 
result  in  a  loss  of  points.  None  looked 
our  way. 

We  continued  to  walk  around  the 
grounds,  looking  at  the  athletic  facili- 
ties, fields  of  crops,  and  flower 
gardens  that  the  inmates  tended.  We 
never  saw  a  prisoner,  nor  a  guard. 
Obviously,  as  with  the  trial  viewed 
earlier,  we  saw  only  what  the  prison 
officials  wanted  us  to  see.  It  was  fasci- 
nating, nonetheless.  As  we  departed,  we 
were  led  into  a  gymnasium  with  a 
stage.  Immediately,  a  group  of  prison- 
ers, in  full  traditional  costume,  began  a 
Cirque  du  Soleil-type  performance — 
acrobats,  musicians,  and  singers.  After 
about  30  minutes,  we  were  led  from  the 
buildino.  As  the  door  closed  behind  us, 
the  performers  played  "Auld  Lang 
Syne."  It  was  surreal. 

Foreign  Investment/Technology 

China  has  virtually  skipped  the 
latter  part  ot  the  industrial  revolution, 
moved  directly  into  the  high  tech  era, 
and  is  opening  its  doors  to  foreign 
investment.  Cities  have  2,000-1-  year-old 
histories  and  21st  Century  attitudes.  It's 
a  country  that  until  recendy  didn't  have 
mortgages,  where  credit  cards  only 
became  widespread  two  years  ago,  and 
where  a  modern  commercial  banking 


system  is  only  now  being  established.  It 
is  also  a  country  where  economic 
growth  is  forecasted  to  be  7.3  percent 
this  year  and  7.6  percent  next  year. 
Total  retail  sales  of  consumer  goods  are 
predicted  to  grow  at  9  percent  and 
total  consumption  at  7.4  percent. 
E-commerce  in  China  amounted  to 
$400  million  in  1999,  a  five-fold 
increase  over  1998.  When  last  year's 
figures  are  tallied,  expect  a  similar 
increase. 

China  is  also  a  land  of  paradoxes. 
Imagine  these  scenes — looking  out  the 
window  of  a  bus  in  downtown  Beijing 
and  seeing  six  workers,  who  likely 
can  neither  read  nor  write,  putting  up  a 
massive  billboard  for  another  dot.com 
industry  arriving  in  China;  or  watching 
a  peasant  riding  on  a  1950s-style 
bicycle,  (who  probably  lives  in  a  one- 
room  shack  with  no  running  water  or 
electricity),  talking  on  a  cell-phone. 
Imagine  people  sleeping  in  wagons  or 
on  abandoned  billiard  tables  with 
chickens  and  rabbits  afoot  yet  nearby 
is  a  dilapidated  building  labeled  "Inter- 
net Cyber  Cafe." 

While  foreign  investment  now 
abounds,  what  would  your  reaction  be 
to  having  the  vice-president  of  the  Bei- 
jing Office  of  Motorola,  Inc.  (a  Chinese 
lawyer)  tell  you  that  doing  business  in 
China  is  about  "establishing  relation- 
ships" and  not  about  "negotiating  con- 


tracts?" Technological  piracy  is  perva- 
sive. The  latest  CDs,  videos,  and  com- 
puter games  are  sold  openly  on  the 
streets  for  a  dollar. 

Foreign  investors  are  helping  build 
China's  infrastructure.  The  construc- 
tion crane  is  jokingly  referred  to  as  the 
country's  official  bird.  Thousands  of 
miles  of  highways  are  connecting  cities 
that  until  a  few  years  ago  were  accessi- 
ble only  by  train.  Since  only  15  percent 
of  the  people  are  middle  class,  and  the 
society  is  communist-controlled,  there 
are  plenty  of  workers  and  plenty  of 
bureaucrats.  Things  happen  quickly. 
The  Great  Hall  of  the  People,  a  building 
of  over  6  million  square  feet  and  some- 
what akin  to  our  nation's  congressional 
office  building,  was  completed  in  eight 
months.  If  the  Chinese  were  in  charge 
of  Boston's  "Big  Dig,"  the  project  would 
have  been  completed  by  now! 

With  China  now  being  admitted  to 
the  World  Trade  Organization  (WTO), 
we  can  expect  it  to  quickly  become  an 
extremely  powerful  player  in  the  high- 
tech market.  Along  the  major  streets  of 
Beijing,  most  billboards  are  both  in 
Chinese  characters  and  in  English  with 
the  website  and  e-mail  address  promi- 
nently displayed.  Every  few  blocks  is  a 
new  building  entitled  something  like 
"Institute  of  Technology." 

At  the  end  of  May  2000,  investors 
from  more  than  180  countries  and 


regions  had  established  some  349,500 
joint  ventures  and  solely-owned  enter- 
prises in  China.  Contractual  volume 
of  investment  amounted  to  $632.3  bil- 
lion and  $320.6  billion  had  already 
arrived.  China  has  ranked  first  in  the 
use  of  overseas  capital  among  develop- 
ing countries  for  seven  consecutive 
years.  Those  who  saw  Beijing  five  years 
ago  don't  recognize  it  today.  The  next 
five  years  promise  to  bring  equally 
dramatic  changes. 

A  Country  Alive  with  History 

It's  hard  to  say  which  part  of  this 
trip  I  enjoyed  most.  The  Chinese  peo- 
ple I  met  were  cordial  hosts — warm, 
gracious,  and  generous.  Every  experi- 
ence with  the  people  was  positive. 

No  photograph  or  movie  can  cap- 
ture the  grandeur  of  the  sights  in 
China.  We  saw  all  we  could  in  the  time 
we  had.  My  son  and  I  made  the  mile- 
long  trek  up  the  Great  Wall  at  Badaling 
during  a  102-degree  heatwave.  It  stag- 
gers the  imagination  to  think  that  it  is 
more  than  3,000  miles  long,  and  was 
constructed  over  2,000  years  ago.  It's 
the  only  object  built  by  humans  that  is 
visible  from  outer  space.  It  is  truly 
awesome. 

We  visited  Tiananmen  Square,  (the 
largest  square  in  the  world)  which  is  a 
vast  desert  of  pavement  capable  of 
holding  a  million  people.  It  is  bor- 
dered by  Tiananmen  Gate  (Heavenly 
Peace  Gate)  where  the  enormous  por- 
trait of  Mao  Tse  Tung  still  hangs.  In 
1989,  tanks  and  soldiers  killed, 


injured,  and  arrested  an  enormous, 
but  unknown  number  of  pro- 
democracy  demonstrators  in  what 
came  to  be  called  the  Tiananmen 
Square  Massacre. 

From  there,  we  ventured  to  Tianan- 
men Gate  which  allows  entry  into  the 
mysterious  Forbidden  City,  a  cluster  of 
the  largest  and  best-preserved  ancient 
buildings  in  China,  a  total  of  9,999  in 
all  (the  number  "9"  represents  good 
luck  in  Chinese  culture). 

One  of  the  most  spectacular  sights 
of  Beijing  away  from  the  Square  is  the 
Summer  Palace.  Constructed  in  the 
1700s,  it  is  the  most  famous  Imperial 
Park  remaining  from  the  Qing 
Dynasty.  An  architectural  masterpiece, 
it  is  surrounded  by  a  beautiful  lake  and 
contains  magnificent  gardens  and 
equally  magnificent  temples.  Perhaps 
most  impressive  is  the  Long  Corridor,  a 
walkway  stretching  almost  a  half  mile 
and  featuring  about  8,000  paintings, 
none  of  which  are  alike. 

A  separate  trip  took  us  by  train  to 
Xi'an,  a  city  of  six  million.  At  one  time, 
massive  rectangular  walls  circled  Chi- 
nese cities,  protecting  them  from 
foreign  invaders.  Xi'an  is  one  of  the  few 
cities  in  China  where  the  old  city  wall 
can  still  be  seen.  Made  of  stone,  it  is  13 
feet  high,  19  feet  wide  at  the  base,  and 
15  feet  wide  at  the  top. 

In  1974,  an  archaeological  discovery 
was  made  in  Xi'an  that  is  now  being 
characterized  as  the  Eighth  Wonder  of 
the  World.  Found  were  6,000  life-sized 
terracotta  warriors  and  their  horses  in 


battle  formation  guarding  an  ancient 
imperial  burial  site.  These  have  been 
painstakingly  unearthed,  restored,  and 
re-positioned  in  the  pits  in  which  they 
were  located.  Every  figure  differs  in 
facial  features  and  expression.

Dean  Dunn  and  Professor  Yang  became  friends 
during  the  trip  to  China  in  June.  Professors  Yang  and  Lu 
were  part  of  a  group  of  East  Asian  scholars  selected  to 
spend  four  weeks  at  Yale  in  a  program  designed  to  pro- 
mote the  field  of  American  Studies  across  East  Asia. 

"Xle  Xie"  (Shay  Shay) 

"Xie  Xie"  means  "Thank  you"  in 
Chinese.

I  learned  much  about  the  country 
and  I  came  to  appreciate  China's  epic 
history  and  remarkable  culture.  I  made 
many  wonderful  new  friends.  One  of 
those  friends  has  already  visited  the 
United  States  and  toured  our  School  of 
Law.  The  trip  was  the  experience  of  a 
lifetime.  I  plan  to  return  some  day.  ♦

This  past  spring,  the  Law  School  Facuhy  Meeting  (faculty, 
student  representatives,  and  deans)  established  the  'institute  for 
Legislation  and  Government  Affairs."  The  Institute  offers  our 
students  the  opportunity  to  engage  in  activities  primarily  relat- 
ing to  the  legislative  process.  It  allows  them  to  become  more 
conversant  in  an  area  of  law  that  is  indispensable  to  almost 
every  type  of  law  career.  As  then-professor,  now  Judge,  Guido 
Calabresi  (U.S.  Court  of  Appeals  for  the  Second  Circuit) 
reminds  us,  we  live  in  "the  age  of  statutes." 

Legislation  is  an  important  source  of  virtually  every  area  of 
law;  even  traditional,  common  law  areas,  such  as  contracts, 
property,  and  torts,  now  have  major  overlays  of  statutory  law. 
Today  criminal  law  is  entirely  statutory.  The  Institute's  course 
offerings,  including  legislation,  administrative  law,  independent 
studies,  and  externships,  provide  students  with  a  thorough 
grounding  in  how  to  interpret  and  draft  statutes  as  well  as  the 
intricacies  of  the  legislative  process. 

In  addition,  the  Legislation  Institute  provides  a  number  of 
other  educational  and  community  services.  These  include  assist- 
ing public  officials  in  drafting  bills  and  ordinances,  lectures,  and 
legislative  workshops.  These  services  are  available  not  only  to 
our  students,  but  also  to  our  graduates  and  other  members  of 
the  bar.  To  be  sure,  some  of  our  graduates  are  members  of  legis- 
latures, such  as  State  Representatives  Gale  Candaras  '82,  Daniel 
Keenan  '87,  and  Cheryl  Rivera  '95  (Massachusetts);  Representa- 
tive Lawrence  Cafero  '82  and  Senator  John  Kissel  '84  (Connecti- 
cut); Representatives  David  Young  '96  and  Anthony  Simon  '78 
(New  Hampshire);  Representative  Thomas  L.  Stevenson  '77 
(Pennsylvania);  and  Representative  John  Sweeney  '90  (New 
York).  The  Institute  also  plans  to  offer  continuing  legal  educa- 


tion programs  (CLE)  both  in  conjunction  with  state  bar  associ- 
ations and  independent  of  them. 

The  Institute  will  conduct  seminars  and  conferences  on  a 
variety  of  topics.  For  example,  last  fall  the  Institute  sponsored 
the  School  of  Law's  annual  United  States  Supreme  Court  Review 
Seminar,  examining  the  decisions  of  the  October  1999  term. 
Other  seminar  topics  will  include  drafting  current  legislative 
proposals,  reviews  of  recently-enacted  bills  of  general  or  specific 
interest,  and  the  codification  and  progressive  development  of 
the  law,  and  related  matters.  Massachusetts  Law,  for  example, 
requires  a  member  of  the  State  Legislature  to  introduce  any  bill 
presented  to  that  member  by  a  citizen,  thus  effectuating  the 
right  to  petition  the  government  for  a  redress  of  grievances.  The 
Institute  will  provide  assistance  to  students,  graduates,  and  prac- 
titioners to  take  advantage  of  this  aspect  of  the  Commonwealth's 
legislative  process. 

Furthermore,  in  March,  1998,  the  School  of  Law  had  the 
privilege  of  hosting  the  public  hearings  before  the  Ad  Hoc 
Committee  on  Adoption  of  the  Massachusetts  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives. The  Institute  will  invite  other  legislative  committees 
and  public  bodies  to  conduct  their  proceedings  at  the  Law 
School  as  well. 

Finally,  the  Institute  is  considering  publishing  a  newsletter 
(hardcopy  or  electronic)  as  one  of  its  important  public  service 
functions.  It  would  contain  a  variety  of  information,  including 
reports  about  the  institute's  programs,  lawmaking,  and  activi- 
ties of  legislative  bodies  in  the  region.  Excerpts  or  short  articles 
on  current  legal  issues  would  also  be  included  as  well  as  sum- 
maries of  recently-enacted  bills.  The  Institute  is  seeking  public 
and  private  financial  support  for  its  work.  ♦

School  of  Law  summer  program  helps 
college  students  find  the  answer

For  the  past  two  summers, 
the  School  of  Law  has 
helped  college  students 
answer  this  question  by 
participating  in  a  success- 
ful Siena  College  program 
that  lets  students  learn 
directly  about  law,  lawyers,  and  law 
schools.  Designed  by  Professor  Leonard 
Cutler,  a  professor  and  pre-law  adviser  at 
Siena  College  in  Albany,  NY,  the  program 
selects  six  honors  students  who  have 
completed  their  junior  year,  provides 
them  with  a  financial  stipend  and  acade- 
mic credit,  and  places  two  students 
each  at  Albany  Law  School,  Pace  Law 
School,  and  Western  New  England  Col- 
lege School  of  Law. 

Our  School  of  Law  participates  by  pro- 
viding the  students  with  an  apartment  and 
supervision  by  School  of  Law  faculty  and 
staff.  Dean  Donald  J.  Dunn  and  Law 
Library  Director  Bonnie  Koneski-White 
developed  the  program,  overseeing  the  ini- 
tial logistics  and  supervising  two  students 
in  research  and  writing.  This  past  summer. 
Professor  Sam  Stonefield  supervised  Kat- 
rina Hovey  of  West  Hartford,  CT,  and 
Mary  Helldorfer  of  New  York.  Stonefield 
was  enthusiastic  about  the  experience, 
"Siena  College  and  Len  Cutler  deserve 
praise  and  recognition  for  creating  this 
program.  It's  good  for  Siena,  great  for  the 
students,  helpful  to  faculty  and  staff,  and 
great  exposure  for  our  School  of  Law." 

After  discussions  with  Dunn  and 
Koneski-White,  Stonefield  decided  to 
supplement  the  research  and  writing  with 
exposure  to  the  practice  of  law  through 


meetings  with  lawyers  and  courtroom 
observations.  The  students  performed  a 
variety  of  research  tasks  for  an  article  he 
is  writing,  tentatively  titled,  "Text,  Sub- 
Text  and  Context:  Statutory  Interpretation 
and  Employment  Discrimination  Law." 
Describing  the  article,  Stonefield  said, 
"The  Supreme  Court  has  interpreted 
statutory  terms  like  'discriminate,'  'disabil- 
ity,' and  'punitive  damages'  in  a  series  of 
recent  cases.  The  opinions — and  the  rea- 
sons and  approaches  used  in  those  opin- 
ions— offer  a  case  study  in  how  the 
Supreme  Court  actually  does  statutory 
interpretation,  and  particularly  demon- 
strates that  the  lustices  do  not  (and  even 
Justice  Scalia  does  not)  use  the  so-called 
'new  textualism'  that  Justice  Scalia  has 
aggressively  promoted  in  a  recent  book." 

The  research  program  was  broad  and 
varied  and  required  the  students  to  look 
into  numerous  subjects.  They  studied 
federal  statutes  and  their  legislative  histo- 
ries. Supreme  Court  cases,  party  and 
amici  Supreme  Court  briefs,  federal  and 
state  cases  leading  up  to  and  following 
the  Supreme  Court  cases,  administrative 
regulations,  and  private  industry  guide- 
lines. The  students  did  not  have  any 
training  or  experience  in  legal  research 
(although  Hovey  had  some  familiarity 
with  terminology,  since  her  mother  is  a 
law  librarian  with  Day,  Berry  &  Howard 
in  Hartford).  Law  librarians  Bonnie 
Koneski-White,  Pat  Newcombe,  and 
Michele  LaRose  provided  the  necessary 
training  and  guidance  for  the  students  in 
each  of  the  different  research  areas. 

Professor  Stonefield  also  arranged  for 


the  students  to  meet  attorneys  who  prac- 
tice employment  discrimination  law.  They 
spent  time  with  Jerrold  Levinsky,  L'85, 
Assistant  General  Counsel  for  the  Massa- 
chusetts Commission  Against  Discrimina- 
tion (MCAD)  and  Christine  Davio,  L'93, 
Commission  Counsel,  talking  about  pub- 
lic sector  lawyering,  administrative  agen- 
cies, and  the  relationship  between  federal 
law  and  state  law  and  the  possible  ways 
the  MCAD  might  react  to  what  it  regards 
as  the  Supreme  Court's  mistaken  interpre- 
tation of  disability  law.  They  also  met 
with  Susan  Fentin,  L'96,  an  attorney  at 
Skoler,  Abbott,  and  Presser  PC,  a  Spring- 
field law  firm  that  represents  employers  in 
these  matters. 

The  students  also  observed  parts  of  a 
jury  trial  in  an  age  and  sex  employment 
discrimination  case.  They  went  "behind 
the  scenes"  and  observed  a  voir  dire 
hearing  before  Superior  Court  Judge 
Daniel  Ford,  in  which  Professor  Stonefield 
testified  as  an  expert  witness  on  affirmative 
action  plans  in  general  and  state  law,  regu- 
lations and  E.xecutive  Orders  concerning 
affirmative  action  requirements  of  state 
government  agencies. 

Dean  Dunn  is  pleased  with  the  pro- 
gram and  hopes  it  will  continue  to 
improve.  He  said,  "It's  a  good  example  of 
partnership  with  another  institution  and 
the  willingness  of  our  staff  to  participate 
and  to  make  good  things  happen.  We 
couldn't  have  done  this  without  Bonnie 
and  Sam,  and  I  know  that  next  summer 
others  will  step  up  and  heed  the  call."  ♦

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National  Symposium 
Honors  James  P.  White 


aw  Schools  and  the  Legal  Profession" 
was  the  topic  of  an  April  7-8,  2000, 
symposium  cosponsored  by  the  ABA 
Section  of  Legal  Education  and  Admis- 
sions to  the  Bar  and  the  University  of 
Indiana,  Indianapolis  School  of  Law.  More  than  250 
invited  participants  attended  the  two-day  event, 
which  provided  a  forum  to  discuss  trends  in  legal 
education.  Dean  Donald  Dunn  was  among  those 
attending  the  program. 

Among  the  topics  discussed  were:  "What  the 
Legal  Profession  Expects  of  Law  Schools;"  "Securing 
Professionalism  and  Competency:  The  Role  of  Law 


Schools  and  the  Legal  Profession;"  "The  Law  School 
and  the  Legal  Profession:  Working  Together  to 
Achieve  Diversity;"  and  "Legal  Education  in  the 
21st  Century:  Predicting  the  Future."  The  sympo- 
sium proceedings  will  be  published  in  the  Indiana 
Law  Review. 

The  symposium  honored  James  P.  White  by 
showcasing  his  career  over  the  last  25  years  as  the 
ABA  Consultant  on  Legal  Education.  He  is  scheduled 
to  retire  in  October  2001.  Professor  White  has  had  a 
profound  impact  on  the  Western  New  England  Col- 
lege School  of  Law  and  on  Dean  Dunn's  career.  In 
the  mid-70s  our  School  of  Law  was  at  a  crossroads.

Its  temporary,  leased  facility  on  Tinkham  Road  was 
quickly  reaching  its  capacity  and  preliminary  draw- 
ings for  a  66,000  square  foot  facility  had  been  pre- 
pared and  groundbreaking  was  being  discussed. 

While  many  at  the  School  of  Law  at  the  time 
thought  that  the  design  was  insufficient  for  our 
future  needs,  it  took  Professor  White  to  clarify  the 
facts.  He  chaired  the  ABA  site  evaluation  team  that 
visited  the  School  of  Law  in  April  1976. 

Succinctly  stated,  he  told  everyone  involved  with 
facilities  planning  that  the  preliminary  design  he 
saw  did  not  meet  accreditation  standards.  As  a 
result,  the  architect  returned  to  the  drawing  board, 
and  the  current  design  (one  over  30,000  square  feet 
larger),  was  constructed.  Within  a  week  after  open- 
ing its  new  Law  Center  in  August  1978,  our  School 
of  Law  received  fuU  ABA  accreditation.  At  this  time, 
the  law  librarian  was  our  current  dean,  Donald 
Dunn.  Even  during  the  early  years  as  a  school  with  a 
full-time  program,  the  ABA  had  lauded  the  law 
library  for  its  growth  and  service  orientation. 

In  October  1978,  Professor  White  asked  librarian 
Dunn  if  he  would  be  interested  in  serving  on  an 
ABA  site  evaluation  team.  His  first  trip  took  him  to 
Buies  Creek,  NC,  home  of  Campbell  College,  a  new 
law  school  seeking  provisional  accreditation. 

Since  that  time  Dean  Dunn  has  participated  in 
over  40  site  evaluations,  most  recently  as  chair  of 
several  of  the  teams.  He  has  visited  schools  in  over 
15  states,  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  Puerto  Rico. 
He  has  also  served  as  a  solo  site  evaluator  for  two 


summer-abroad  programs,  in  Moscow  in  1997  and 
Beijing  in  2000. 

Dean  Dunn  considers  serving  on  a  site  evalua- 
tion team  "the  best  continuing  legal  education  there 
is.  You  are  immersed  for  three  full  days  in  the  life  of 
another  institution  while  at  the  same  time  establish- 
ing lasting  friendships  with  other  members  of  the 
site  team." 

Dean  Dunn  believes  that  Professor  White  has 
been  the  single  most  influential  individual  in  legal 
education  over  the  past  quarter  century,  "lim 
believes  in  quality  above  all  else.  Over  the  years  Jim 
has  consistently  helped  elevate  all  aspects  of  the  aca- 
demic program  of  the  nation's  law  schools."  Dunn 
adds  that  White  "has  had  a  profound  impact  on  the 
aba's  Standards  for  Accreditation  and  that  his  calm, 
consistent  leadership  over  the  years  has  led  to  better 
and  better  law  schools." 

Dunn  also  believes  that  White  has  had  a  major 
impact  on  his  own  professional  career.  "By  putting 
me  on  site  teams,  he  has  enabled  me  to  meet  and 
work  with  the  'best'  in  legal  education,"  says  Dunn. 
He  adds  that  he  felt  it  was  a  real  honor  to  attend 
two  days  of  programming  designed  to  recognize 
Professor  White's  enormous  contributions  to  legal 
education.  "I  am  extremely  grateful  to  Jim  for  all  he 
has  done  over  the  years  for  me  and  for  Western 
New  England  College  School  of  Law."  ♦

Attorney  Cheryl  Ives  Smith  '83,  Special  Assistant  to  the  President: 
A  woman  with  only  one  very  important  client — Western  New  England  College

Cheryl  Smith  is  a  lawyer 
who  spends  her  entire 
working  day  representing 
just  one  client.  No,  she's 
not  a  fledgling  attorney 
hoping  to  soon  retain 
others  in  need  of  her  skills.  She  is  very 
pleased  exactly  as  things  are  in  her  career. 
As  the  Special  Assistant  to  the  President, 
Smith's  one  "big,"  multi-faceted  client  is 
the  College  itself.  And  who  better  to  serve 
in  this  role  than  one  of  the  School  of 
Law's  alumni.  Smith  is  a  woman  who  has 
clear  vision  from  both  sides  of  the  desk — 
bringing  personal  history  and  perspective 
as  a  graduate,  as  well  as  the  value  of  years 
of  experience  in  the  field.

Smith  describes  her  new  position  using  terms  such  as 
"preventive"  and  "proactive."  She  anticipates  spending  time 
reviewing  and  rewriting  College  regulations  to  be  current 
with  State  and  Federal  legislation.  Examining  issues  and 
policies  such  as  non-discrimination,  campus  safety,  sexual 
harassment,  and  disciplinary  matters  is  at  the  top  of  Smith's 
"to  do"  list.  "My  job  is  to  examine  policies  and  to  make  sure 
that  they  are  reasonable  and  in  compliance  with  State  and 
Federal  law.  My  one  client  is  the  College.  It's  a  business  like 
any  other  that  is  non-profit.  I  am  here  as  its  safeguard." 

However,  Smith  does  not  see  herself  sitting  behind  a  desk 
fine-tuning  the  law  with  a  red  pen.  Working  proactively, 
Smith  anticipates  using  her  skills  by  meeting  with  those 
involved  and  practicing  alternative  dispute  resolution  meth- 
ods. "All  parties  must  be  given  fair  treatment.  I  look  forward 
to  handling  matters  through  this  office  instead  of  in  court." 
Additionally,  Smith's  job  is  to  educate  through  follow-up 
procedures.  Without  that,  her  work  is  rhetoric.  "I  want  to 
make  sure  if  we  have  a  new  alcohol  policy  on  campus,  that  it 
is  not  buried  in  a  handbook,  but  is  understood  by  the  resi- 
dent assistants  who  then  talk  to  students." 


Smith  was  born  in  Fall  River,  MA,  and 
attended  high  school  in  Providence,  RI. 
"The  pursuit  of  higher  education  was 
instilled  by  my  parents,"  Smith  says.  After 
graduating  from  Wellesley  College  in  1972, 
pursuing  majors  in  French  and  history, 
Smith  was  awarded  her  M.A.  in  French 
from  Wesleyan  University  in  1975. 
An  additional  master's  degree  followed — 
from  Teachers  College,  Columbia 
University,  NY — in  Student  Personnel 
Administration  in  Higher  Education. 
Combining  interests  in  education  and  law. 
Smith's  present  career  came  about  some- 
what indirectly.  "I  taught  middle-school 
French,  and  enjoyed  teaching,  but  not  at 
that  grade  level.  The  college-level  seemed 
best  for  me." 

She  became  Associate  Director  of  Career  Counseling  at 
Trinity  College.  At  age  29,  Smith  decided  to  pursue  a  law 
degree  at  Western  New  England  College  School  of  Law,  "I'm 
a  very  enthusiastic  graduate,"  she  said  smiling.  And  her  rea- 
son isn't  solely  because  she  met  her  future  husband  here. 
Peter  Smith  sat  next  to  her  in  the  first  class  on  the  first  day  in 
September,  1979.  "It  impressed  me  that  the  College's  faculty 
is  committed  to  the  returning  older  student." 

The  Smiths  are  the  parents  of  three  sons.  The  birth  of 
their  first  child,  David,  was  perfectly  timed  to  arrive  in  Feb- 
ruary, followed  by  her  J.D.  in  May,  the  bar  exam  in  July,  and 
passing  the  bar  in  December.  Smith  fondly  recalls  one  pro- 
fessor often  citing  her  pregnancy  as  a  mock  legal  case,  calling 
David,  "the  unborn  issue  of  Cheryl  and  Peter." 

With  corporate  work  in  human  resources  and  career 
counseling,  followed  by  a  return  to  Trinity  as  Director  of 
Institutional  Affairs  for  six  years.  Smith  was  involved  in  the 
areas  of  employment,  labor  negotiations,  worker's  compen- 
sation, and  student  affairs.  Smith  continued  her  legal  career 
as  an  attorney  with  Donahue  &  Cross,  P.C.  in  Springfield. 
Eight  years  on  the  job,  specializing  in  employment  and 
discrimination  matters,  additionally  prepared  her  for  her 
present  job  at  the  College.

Bruce  Miller  Named 
Teacher  of  the  Year 


For  the  second  year  in  a  row,  Bruce 
Miller,  professor  of  law,  was  named 
"Teacher  of  the  Year"  by  students  at 
the  School  of  Law.  At  the  Awards 
Dean's  Tea  last  spring,  he  was  hon- 
ored with  a  commemorative  medallion  which 
he  wore  at  the  May  2000  Commencement 
Ceremony. 

A  member  of  the  faculty  since  1980,  Miller 
teaches  constitutional  law  and  other  public  law 
subjects,  and  has  a  continuing  interest  in  legal 
issues  facing  the  poor.  His  legal  practice 
included  service  for  the  National  Citizens  Law 
Center  in  Los  Angeles  where  he  specialized  in 


Social  Security  and  private  pension  litigation 
in  federal  courts.  Prior  to  that  he  was  an 
attorney  with  the  Department  of  Health, 
Education,  and  Welfare. 

Miller's  public  service  work  includes  serv- 
ing on  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Pioneer 
Valley  HIV-AIDS  Consortium  and  the 
Advisory  Board  of  the  Western  Massachusetts 
ACLU.  He  is  also  a  trustee  of  the  Rosenberg 
Fund  for  Children.

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Cannibalism  on  the  High  Seas: 

Moot  Court  Resurfaces  Decision  of  1886  Case

Like  an  episode  of  "Survivor"  where 
"alliances"  have  gone  grotesquely  out  of 
hand  or  Hitchcock's  "Lifeboat"  updated 
for  2000,  the  1886  case  of  cannibalism  on 
the  high  seas  compels  us  to  question  just 
how  far  we  would  go  to  save  our  own 
lives.  On  October  16,  students  and  faculty  of  the  School 
of  Law  stepped  back  in  time  over  100  years  to  reenact  one 
of  the  most  infamous  legal  trials  on  cannibalism. 

The  mock  trial  of  English  Captain  Thomas  Dudley  for 
the  alleged  murder  and  cannibalism  of  one  of  his  crew 
was  as  controversial  as  the  original  case  in  1884-86.  What 
began  as  a  normal  day  at  sea  resulted  in  a  gruesome 
crime,  which  today  still  challenges 
legal  minds  to  determine  guilt  or 
innocence. 

The  Mignonette,  an  English 
yacht  circling  the  Cape  of  Good 
Hope,  sank  in  a  storm  on  luly  5, 
1884.  The  only  survivors  were 
Captain  Dudley  and  three  sea- 
men, who  managed  to  make  their 
way  to  the  ship's  dinghy.  Their 
rations  were  two  cans  of  turnips. 
Creative  rationing  stretched  the 
turnips  (along  with  a  captured  sea  turtle) 
almost  two  weeks.  Then  the  food  ran  out. 

With  death  imminent  for  all  four,  an 
unspeakable  option  was  considered — 
cannibalism.  A  lottery  was  held,  but  no 
one  wanted  to  act  on  the  results.  The  cast- 
aways waited,  starving,  with  tongues  and 
lips  blackened  from  dehydration.  In  des- 
peration and  ignorance,  17-year-old  cabin 
boy  Richard  Parker  drank  seawater,  and 


immediately  fell  ill.  Dudley  saw  the  boy's  condition  as  an 
answer  to  their  problem.  Believing  that  the  boy  was  near 
death  anyway,  Dudley  murdered  and  cannibalized  him. 
Four  days  later,  a  nearby  ship  rescued  the  survivors — 
along  with  the  evidence  of  their  deed. 

Was  this  murder  and  cannibalism  in  vain?  Were  these 
men  guilty  on  both  counts?  Was  this  an  action  that 
anyone,  in  the  same  horrific  circumstances,  would  be 
compelled  to  perform?  These  were  questions  for  a  judge 
and  jury  in  England,  and  also  for  those  in  the  Moot 
Courtroom  of  the  Law  Center  at  the  School,  some  1 16 
years  later. 

Playing  out  the  case  were  professors  Lenese  Herbert  as 
prosecutor  and  Arthur  Leavens  as  attorney  for  the 
defense.  Everyone  "got  into  the  act,"  with  School  of 
Law  alumni  as  witnesses  and  first-year  law  students 
serving  as  the  jury.  It  wasn't  too  far  a  stretch  for  W. 
Michael  Ryan  '76,  district  court  judge  in  Northamp- 
ton, to  portray  the  judge.  Herbert  argued  that  the 
captain  was  too  hasty  in  killing  the  boy,  and  didn't  see, 
or  want  to  see,  his  options  of  waiting  for  rescue  or  of 
one  of  the  four  to  die  naturally.  Leavens  stated  that 
the  cabin  boy's  death  was  fait  accom- 
pli, and  to  wait  would  have  made  the 
body  inedible.  Murder  v.  justifiable 
homicide — that  was  the  question. 

Surprisingly,  or  perhaps  not,  the 
student  jury  returned  with  no 
finding,  seeking  a  decision  from  the 
judge  instead.  This  was  the  same 
finding  of  the  1886  jury.  The  end 
result  was  six  months  imprisonment 
for  each  man.  Hardly  a  one-sided 
issue,  such  was  the  case  of  which 
\  ^  J  difficult  trials  are  made.  ♦

He  also  hosted  a  panel  workshop  on  the 
topic  "How  I  Use  the  Basic  Business  Organi- 
zation Course  in  My  Career."  The  panelists 
were  Michele  Feinstein  '84,  of  Cohen 
Rosenthal  and  Grand  Ward  Securities  and 
Exchange  Commission,  and  Ida  Colon  '92, 
of  Aetna  Life  Insurance. 


Beth  Cohen,  assistant 
professor  of  law;  Jocelyn 
Cuffee  '93,  Harrison  Free- 
man '93,  and  Myra  Orlen, 
instructors  in  the  legal 
research  and  writing  pro- 
gram, attended  a  4-day 
Legal  Writing  Institute  Con- 
ference entitled  "Moving  One:  Preparing 
Students  for  Life  After  the  First  Year." 

Cohen  also  attended  the  annual  Board 
meeting  of  the  Association  of  Legal  Writing 
Directors. 

Assistant  Professor  Robin 
Kundis  Craig  had  two  arti- 
cles published  this  fall: 
"Idaho  Sporting  Congress  v. 
Thomas  and  Sovereign 
Immunity:  Federal  Facility 
N'onpoint  Sources,  the  APA, 
and  the  Meaning  of 'In  the 
Same  Manner,  and  to  the  Same  Extent'  as 
Any  Nongovernmental  Entity"  appeared  in 
the  Fall  2000  issue  of  Environmental  Law, 


while  "When  Daubert  Gets  Erie"  should 
make  its  long-awaited  appearance  in  the 
Denver  Law  Journal.  She  has  also  submitted 
several  new  articles  for  publication. 

Over  the  summer,  Professor  Craig's  arti- 
cle on  the  Coral  Reef  Task  Force,  published 
in  the  May  2000  issue  of  the  Environmental 
Law  Reporter,  sparked  the  interest  of  Public 
Employees  for  Environmental  Responsibility 
(PEER),  a  Washington,  DC-based  public 
interest  group  that  is  petitioning  the  Task 
Force  to  review  the  standards  for  laying 
telecommunications  cables  over  coral  reefs. 
As  a  result,  Professor  Craig  is  now  providing 
pro  bono  assistance  to  PEER  and  hopes  to 
get  Western  New  England  College  students 
involved  in  future  PEER  activities. 

Craig's  article  on  the  Supreme  Court's 
decision  in  Mobil  Oil  Exploration  &  Devel- 
opment Southeast  v.  United  States  (June 
2000)  and  the  public  trust  in  the  outer  con- 
tinental shelf  was  recently  published  by  the 
Environmental  Law  Reporter.  The  article  dis- 
cusses the  interplay  of  contract  law,  environ- 
mental considerations,  and  national 
sovereignty  with  regard  to  oil  development 
leases  pursuant  to  the  Outer  Continental 
Shelf  Lands  Act  (i.e.,  offshore  drilling)  that 
get  temporarily  interrupted  by  new  congres- 
sional acts.

Robin  Kundis  Craig  Dives  Into  the  Brave  New  World  of  the  ''Biological  Century'* 


As  the  frontiers  of  sci- 
ence ebb  deeper  into 
uncharted  waters,  the 
practice  of  law  is 
pulled  along  with 
them  in  the  undercurrent.  Science 
and  technology  are  challenging  us 
to  establish  laws  governing  places 
where  there  are  no  precedents,  no 
landmarks,  or  in  the  case  of  cyber- 
space, no  physical  dimensions.  For- 
tunately for  our  students  of  law. 
Assistant  Professor  of  Law  Robin 
Kundis  Craig  is  an  experienced 
guide  who  feels  as  comfortable 
exploring  the  legal  Pandora's  box  of 
human  genome  research  as  she 
does  navigating  the  controversy  of 
protecting  our  coral  reefs. 

Craig  is  one  of  those  enviable 
individuals  who  has  been  able  to 
carve  out  a  career  path  wide 
enough  to  accommodate  the  pur- 
suit of  her  many  intellectual  pas- 
sions. Her  interests  in  literature, 
biology,  teaching,  and  the  environ- 
ment have  found  common  ground 
at  the  intersection  of  law. 

A  native  of  Southern  California 
who  had  migrated  to  the  Pacific 
Northwest,  Craig  joined  the  School 
of  Law  faculty  in  1999  following 
careers  in  higher  education  and 
law.  During  law  school,  she  was 
selected  for  a  clerkship  in  the  Ore- 
gon Department  of  Justice,  General 
Counsel  Division  Natural  Resource 
Section.  After  graduating  first  in 


her  class  from  Lewis  and  Clark 
School  of  Law  in  1996,  she  spent 
two  years  as  a  judicial  clerk  in  the 
U.S.  District  Court  for  the  District 
of  Oregon.  She  has  taught  law  at 
Lewis  and  Clark,  marine  biology  at 
Catalina  Island  Marine  Institute, 
and  literature  at  the  University  of 
California  at  Santa  Barbara.  Craig 
is  a  frequent  lecturer  and  a  prolific 
writer  on  environmental  issues. 

It  is  the  interplay  of  science  and 
humanity  in  the  context  of  law  that 
fascinates  Craig.  She  is  intrigued 
by,  "the  view  of  nature  as  'other'  in 
current  environmental  law,  an 
anthropocentric  view  of  nature 
that  tends  to  separate  humanity 
from  environmental  protection 
and  to  underplay  or  ignore 
humanity's  interconnections  with 
the  ecosystems  we  live  in."  She 
began  exploring  these  themes  in 
her  research  and  writing  as  she 
pursued  a  B.A.  in  English/Writing 
from  Pomona  College,  an  M.A.  in 
Writing  About  Science  at  Johns 
Hopkins  University,  and  a  Ph.D.  in 
English  Literature/Science  Litera- 
ture from  the  University  of  Califor- 
nia Santa  Barbara.  Eventually,  she 
came  to  the  realization  that  the 
study  of  law  could  provide  the 
additional  perspective  she  was 
looking  for.  The  opportunity  to 
inspire  others  to  question  these 
issues  for  themselves  kept  teaching 
as  her  ultimate  goal. 


Sharpening  Legal  Ethics  on  the 
Cutting  Edge  of  Science 

While  western  Massachusetts  is 
thousands  of  miles  away  from  the 
coastal  California  town  of  Craig's 
childhood,  the  educational  philoso- 
phy at  the  School  of  Law  strikes 
close  to  home.  What  attracted 
Craig  to  the  Western  New  England 
College  School  of  Law  was,  as  she 
recalls,  "the  opportunity  to  teach 
Environmental  Law,  the  School's 
openness  to  developing  new 
courses,  and  the  emphasis  on 
teaching." 

Looking  to  capitalize  on  her  sci- 
ence background,  the  School  of 
Law  will  offer  two  new  courses 
taught  by  Craig  in  the  spring 
semester:  Ocean  and  Coastal  Law 
and  Bioethics  and  Biotechnology. 

Ocean  and  Coastal  Law 

Ocean  and  Coastal  Law  is  an 
elective  that  will  explore  states' 
rights  and  the  role  of  the  Federal 
government  in  the  Public  Trust 
Doctrine.  It  will  offer  discussion  on 
which  governing  bodies  have 
jurisdiction  over  national  and 
international  waters,  and  how  gov- 
ernments maintain  the  delicate  bal- 
ance between  exploitation  and 
protection.  Craig  feels  the  course 
will  appeal  to  students  with  interest 
beyond  the  environment,  saying, 
"It  has  the  advantage  of  having  an 
international  law  component  to  it 
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which  will  attract  a  broacicr  popu- 
lation of  students." 

To  prepare  for  the  course,  Craig 
visited  Australia's  Great  Barrier 
Reef  for  ten  days  last  summer  on  a 
research  grant  from  the  School  of 
Law  to  learn  from  the  world  s  lead- 
ing coral  reef  organization:  The 
Australian  Institute  of  Marine  Sci- 
ence. The  resulting  research  from 
her  studies  will  be  published  in 
"Marine  and  Protected  Areas  and 
Coral  Reefs:  A  Comparison  of 
Ocean  and  Coastal  Protection  in 
Australia  and  the  United  States,"  in 
an  upcoming  edition  of  the  Western 
New  England  Law  Review. 

Bioethics  and  Biotechnology 

Craig  fittingly  refers  to  the  new 
Bioethics  and  Biotechnology 
course  as  "The  Manipulation  of 
Life  for  Fun  and  Profit."  A  natural 
draw  for  students  interested  in 
health  care  and  environmental 
law,  the  course  will  also  appeal  to 
anyone  planning  to  visit  a  grocery 
store  or  hospital  in  the  21st  Cen- 
tury. Says  Craig,  "Bioethics  and 
Biotechnology  covers  an  area  of 
law  more  lawyers  need  to  learn 
about.  A  lot  of  reaction  to  genetic 


manipulation  and  biotechnology 
is  just  kind  of  a  Frankenstein 
response,  where  manipulating 
nature  is  presumed  to  be  'bad.' 
That's  not  appropriate,  but  there 
are  times  when  it  needs  to  be  wor- 
ried about.  If  we  start  manipulating 
food,  there  could  be  allergens  in  it 
that  people  wouldn't  expect,  so 
consumers  need  to  be  protected. 
The  course  has  consumer  educa- 
tion and  protection  aspects  to  it, 
agricultural,  environmental,  and, 
definitely,  health  care  angles.  It's  an 
area  more  people  are  going  to  have 
to  know  about  and  understand  the 
rules  or  lack  thereof." 

Set  up  as  a  structured  indepen- 
dent study  with  lectures,  Craig  says 
of  the  course,  "It  will  cover  genetic 
changes  to  crops — genetically  engi- 
neered foods  that  have  caused  so 
much  controversy.  We'll  get  into 
cloning,  patenting  animals,  organ 
transplants,  raising  animals  for 
organs,  and  buying  and  selling  of 
fetal  tissue.  We'll  discuss  the 


Human  Genome  Project  and  all  of 
the  implications  for  decoding  the 
genome."
